|)eople turn out «to see the |>olitical 
game played. 
Mo»t all of the phiyers 
hafl their cards 
well marked and 
Htackefi and up to the hist moment be- 
fore John M. Glaviu. of New Bulfalo, 
called the convention to onler. not 
one of the experts of Berrien county 
dared risk his reputation for imlitical 
sagacity by even attempting to fore- 
tell the outcome of it. 
When asked. 
Iiefore the convention, their views in 
regard to the iiossible outcome, ex 
Iserts all liegan talking national or 
state i>olitics or other things beyond 
the range of mere conjecture ami 
avoid, as they would have «voided tlu 
dreadetl kissing hug or the hatid tar- 
ujitula. any reference to county 
{NIIÍ- 
tics,excepting |>otitics of a reminiseeiit 
variety.

iu the county occurred yesterday. The 
conditions were right, hence the con- 
vention boikMl, sijsxled. s|iarkled ami 
went off like a cork from a cham- 
pagne bottle.

Although there were hot words si^ok- 
en aud ftsts simken in the air menac-

York, 
July 
10.—The 
hot 
Wi'uther \V«dñenday cuusvd or con* 
tributcd' toward the diuith of more 
than 70 person» in this city and< vieln- 
ty. Ab many more stricken ones are 
the hoHpltali^, and nonie of them 
will succumb before many houra. 
4ore than half the fat4ilitie« were 
among babies and little children, and 
there *are now a'bout 40 bodies of the 
ittJe, ones lying at the morgue at 
ielle^'ue. 
Wednesday was the third 
day of the spell of intense heat. Lat« 
at night the temperature moder* 
ated. Karly in the morning the sun 
began its deadly work, and before the 
day was fairly well started the hospi* 
tals were busy. On tlie streets the 
tem|ierature ranged from 03 to 105, 
ond the oflieial reeor<1 from the we<ith- 
er bureau, high above grouml, was 04 
degrees shortly ÍH*fore 5 o’clock pk m. 
One death was from an attempt at 
suieide, made while the subject was 
cra/.ed with the heat. 
M«ny little 
ehüilren were badly hurt by falls from 
Ire eM'apes, onto which they had 
rawled for relief from the oppressive 
weather. 


Three Die la Roatoa. 


Jloston. July 10.—I'he hospital re­ 
ports show that betw€>en 30 and 40 
)er^ons were prostrated by the heat 
this city Weilnesday, three of 
whom have since dknl. 


la ■•hiladelphla. 
Philadelphia, July 10.—The excessive 
heat \Yednei«iay caused the death of six 
lersous in thiseity and two in Camden. 
N. J. Up to a late hour 40 cases of 
»rostratlon were treated at the various 
hospitals. The condition of some of the 
l>utients Is serious and it is thought 
that other fatalities will result. Ac* 
cording to the report of the loeal fore* 
east office, Wednesday was the hottest 
day*of the summer. At eight a. m. the 
government thermometer on top of the 
lost oilice building registered 84 de* 
grees. In the streets it was three de­ 
grees warmer. At noon the mercury 
had reached 03 degrees, and It rose to 
its highest point at two o'clock in the 
afternoon, when 08 degrees was noted.
